SOME OTHER GREAT CRIMES. 

There have been many mysterious murders in 
this city, but all of them together were the work of 
many different men. Five or six years ago the body 
of a well known hack driver was found inthe su‘ 
burbs with a bullet in his head, No one was ever 
suspected or arrested. There may have been a 
hundred natural motives for his taking away. It 
is mysterious only by the escape of the crimiaal. 
Subsequently Black Davis, a well known lawyer, 
was found on a suburban highway with his head 
crushed in. That might have been a case of rob- 
bery, but when subsequently his brother was found 
dead in a field not far from his residence, shot 
through the heart, and the corpse of the father was 
found not far from where the first brother met his 
fate, It was plain that there was a vendetta against 
the family. They were the victims of some un- 
known avenger. How the people of Atistin wish 
now that they could say the recent crimes were due 
to the samme motive.

That is a good Christmas custom your peo- 
ple have got in Atlanta—giving freedom to the 
‘prisoners whoshow a disposition to reform. 
@hristmas is a good day to remember the 
teachings of Him who came to set. the prisoner 
free. There are a good many friendless con- 
wicts who might be set free, and who, with a 
little encouragement, would make good citi- 
vens; but the trouble isto find out who they 
are, and who is going to encourage them. The 
world is too hard on those who com- 
mit minor offenses—too unforgiving. We don’t 
make allowance for a man’s surround: 
ings and his temptations. A man deserves no 
credit for not stealing if he has every want 
supplied. There is many a man strutting 
around Atlanta and elsewhere wearing good 
clothes and mixing with good society, who 
have got rich by practices as mean as stealing. 
‘There is many a man would steal if he was 
not afraid of being caught at it. The differ- 
ence between those inside the prison and those 
outside is not so great as we imagine, 
When a man is convicted and _ sentenced 
that is generally the last of him until his 
term isout. He just drops out of this subitu- 
nary world. The judge forgets him and so 
does the jury andthe lawyers. His wife or 
his mothor remembers him but nobody else, 
and they are generally too poor to go to sce 
him. Crime must be punished, but Florence 
Wightengale and Howard made many 4 poor 
prisoner happy.

The Nile Movement. 

England annexed Burmah to her Indian 
empire last week, but no blood was shed in 
the act of annexation. If was done by pro- 
clamation with quietness and dispatch. 

The only bit of war was on the upper Nile, 
where General Stephenson, at the head of a 
British force 7,000 strong and a considerable 
body of Egyptians, attacked the rebellious 
Arabs, and after three hours’ hard fighting, 
captured their village and drove them in 
eonfusion tothe desert. This was at Koshehk, 
and it is understood the British.advance will 
not be steyed until Dongola is re-oceupied. 
Wady Halfa has been the outpost; it will 
hereafter be Dongola, and many military 
men think there will be no peace in the Sou- 
dan, no security in Egypt itself, until Khar- 
toum is retaken and securely held. The 
F-gyptians are afraid of the Arabs; they are 
cowards any way and anywhere, and there 
seems to he no place where British interven- 
tion and British aid can be dispensed with. 
To hold Cairo securely the British will soon 
tire of fighting under great difficulties the 
wandering bands of Arabs, and they will 
decide, soon or late, to conquer peace by 
seizing Khartoum, the key to the entire sic- 
uation in the Soudan. The fanatical Arabs 
will never accept peace until they are made 
to feel the weight of British arms where 
British valor and skil] had been unsuccessful. 
They-must be shown that contention with 
British regulars can have but one result. 
Instead of. victors they must be placed in the 
list of the vanquished. Todo that well and

Tobacco Culture as a Fine Art. 

It is announced that our energetic and en- 
terprising commissioner of agriculture is 
a¥®cut to call the attention of the. people to 
the beauties of tobaceo culture as a fine art, 
and his fist step in that direction is the 
purchase of twenty-five pounds of choice to- 
bacco seed. The investment is a very mod- 
est one, for the product of twenty-five pounds 
of tobacco seed would probably give every 


man in the state a pinch and a half of snuff 


apiece,and leave a twist to be divided among 
the small boys for chewing purposes. 

As a matter of fact, tobacco-raising is no 
new thing in Georgia, having been carried 
on in a small way—by “‘pitching and patch- 
ing,’’ as it were—for manys years. In the 
rural regions of the state, a majority of the 
families raise their own supplies of tobacco, 
and this, for the present,isabout all that can be 
done. The project of Commissioner Hender- 
scn is worthy of consideration. His views 
are sound, but the conditions under which to- 
bacco can be profitably raised for market in 
Georgia are lacking. For there is no market 
in Georgia, nor at any point near enough to 
make the new business profitable. 

Nor is this the only drawback. There is 
not one man in.a hundred in Georgia who 
would be able to market a crop of tobacco 
Without employing the services of a lawyer. 
If he made the attempt, he would probably 
land in the penitentiary at Albany asa vio- 
Jator of the revenue laws, These laws are 
fearfully and wonderfully made. The men 
that understand them have been studying 
them for twenty-five years, and even now 
there are points raised for decision which 
nobedy is able to decide. The authorities 
in Washington do not understand the reven- 
ue laws, the judges of the courts, from the 
lowest to the highest, -do not understand 
them, and the men that madethem do not 
uncerstand them. In fact they are an accu- 
mulation.of outrages that nobody under- 
stands and an innocent man is as likely to 
go to jail for violating them as a man who 
makes violation a business. 

Our opinion is that the farmers of Georgia, 
unless they are prepared to hire a lawyer to 
see them through, and a very expert lawyer 
at that, will do well to let tobacco alone and 


raise provisions.

A Noble Old Governor.

He issued a pardon 
to Wilson, but coupled it with the condition 
that he should immediately leave Wisconsin 
and never set foot again on the soil of that 
proud commonwealth.

Ir Georgia farmers propose to raise tobacco 
they should begin to study the revenue laws. 


THE sensational report of Mr. Benjamin's 
fracas with the guards of the shah’s wives in 
Peisia, is quickly followed by our Leipsic con- 
sul’s story of how he circumvented the elope- 
ment of adesigning married man with an 
American girl.

tbe final shriek is almost unendurable to the ear. 
A dark, cold, silent period ensues, heat begins to 
emanate from the speeding rod, and the cold dark 
silence following gives place to the dull red of the 
first of the seven colors of the spectrum, which in 
turn sueceed each other, until as the violet fades, 
the actimticegion is passed, the whirling, speeding 
rod making many millions of revolutions to the 
sécond, produces nothing sensible, and cold, dark 
silence settles on it, the coronal ef forces, with 
intervals of inaction succeeding each other in ap- 
pointed order.
